AN ACT Relating to fiscal matters; amending RCW 43.08.250,1

43.72.902, 43.79.465, 43.320.110, 46.10.040, 49.70.170, 69.50.520,2

72.11.040, 72.36.035, 79.24.580, and 82.14.310; creating new sections;3

making appropriations; providing an effective date; and declaring an4

emergency.5

BE IT ENACTED BY THE LEGISLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHINGTON:6

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. (1) A budget is hereby adopted and, subject7

to the provisions set forth in the following sections, the several8

amounts specified in parts I through VIII of this act, or so much9

thereof as shall be sufficient to accomplish the purposes designated,10

are hereby appropriated and authorized to be incurred for salaries,11

wages, and other expenses of the agencies and offices of the state and12

for other specified purposes for the fiscal biennium beginning July 1,13

2001, and ending June 30, 2003, except as otherwise provided, out of14

the several funds of the state hereinafter named.15

(2) Unless the context clearly requires otherwise, the definitions16

in this section apply throughout this act.17

(a) "Fiscal year 2002" or "FY 2002" means the fiscal year ending18

June 30, 2002.19
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(b) "Fiscal year 2003" or "FY 2003" means the fiscal year ending1

June 30, 2003.2

(c) "FTE" means full time equivalent.3

(d) "Lapse" or "revert" means the amount shall return to an4

unappropriated status.5

(e) "Provided solely" means the specified amount may be spent only6

for the specified purpose. Unless otherwise specifically authorized in7

this act, any portion of an amount provided solely for a specified8

purpose which is unnecessary to fulfill the specified purpose shall9

lapse.10

fiscal year 2003 are provided solely for the joint legislative audit10

and review committee to conduct an evaluation of the client outcomes of11

the high school transition program operated by the department of social12

and health services division of developmental disabilities. The study13

shall identify the different approaches that have been used in14

providing transition services and whether some approaches are more or15

less successful in helping young adults with developmental disabilities16

achieve greater levels of independence. The study shall evaluate how17

transition programs reduce the level of support provided to clients as18

they achieve greater levels of independence, and shall be submitted to19

the appropriate committees of the legislature by December 1, 2002.20

(2) $250,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal21

year 2002 and $125,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for22

fiscal year 2003 are provided solely for studies of the field services23

caseloads in the division of developmental disabilities and the child24

protective services and child welfare services caseloads in the25

children’s administration of the department of social and health26

services. The committee may contract for consulting services in27

conducting these studies. The studies shall include:28

(a) A management audit and review of the ratios of case managers29

and/or case workers to client caseloads. Attention shall be given to30

the differences between active and inactive cases, characteristics of31

cases by functional categories (i.e., CAP waiver, community protection,32

etc.), the workloads of noncase-carrying case workers, as well as a33

description of existing staffing models in the division of34

developmental disabilities and the children’s administration. A report35

of this management audit and review shall be submitted to the fiscal36

committees of the legislature by December 1, 2001.37

(b) The analysis and development of caseload staffing models. The38

purpose of the analysis is to evaluate the validity of the department’s39
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existing staffing models in establishing appropriate staffing levels as1

well as to evaluate and propose alternative approaches to defining2

staffing needs for field based staff. The purpose of the staffing3

model is to develop a mechanism to assess field based staffing4

requirements and costs for the biennial budget process. The study and5

model development shall include but not be limited to:6

(i) An analysis of the current process and assumptions involved in7

developing budget requests for staffing;8

(ii) An assessment of alternatives to current practices, to include9

alternatives to "cases per worker" ratios, such as methods that define10

tasks and staff time required to complete tasks; and11

(iii) The development, in consultation with the department of12

social and health services and the office of financial management, of13

staffing model options that will be used in the biennial budget14

building process and updated to reflect changing mandates, caseload15

mix, and policy priorities.16

A report of the analysis and development of caseload staffing models17

shall be submitted to the fiscal committees of the legislature and to18

the office of financial management by July 30, 2002.19

(3) The committee shall study and report on pipeline safety as20

provided in section 149 of this act.21

(4) Within the amounts provided in this section, the joint22

legislative audit and review committee shall complete the public lands23

inventory project authorized in the 1997-99 capital budget for the24

interagency committee for outdoor recreation. The interagency25

committee for outdoor recreation shall transfer all materials and26

information gathered for the public lands inventory project to the27

joint legislative audit and review committee and shall provide28

assistance to complete the study.29

The feasibility study shall analyze the costs and5

benefits of a central repository including, but not limited to, the6

following:7

(i) Whether increased accuracy is likely;8

(ii) Whether school districts can save administrative and training9

costs;10

(iii) Whether teachers will benefit;11

(iv) Whether a central repository allows for innovative use of the12

internet and other information technology;13

(v) Whether improved methods could be used to better ensure data14

reliability and integrity; and15

(vi) Whether audits can be done more efficiently.16

(b) The feasibility study shall also estimate the cost of a central17

repository and estimate the savings a central repository would generate18

compared to the current methods of gathering and maintaining this19

information.20

(c) As a basis for the study and before convening the work group,21

the legislative evaluation and accountability program committee shall22

identify or design one or more models for a multiple user data23

gathering and management system that can be incorporated into the24

concept of the central repository.25

(d) The work group shall include the office of the superintendent26

of public instruction, the office of the state auditor, the department27

of information services, and a representative from each of the28

following: Teachers, a large school district, a small school district,29

educational service districts, school administrators, and others at the30

discretion of the legislative evaluation and accountability program31

committee.32

(e) Staffing for the work group shall be provided by the33

legislative accountability and evaluation program committee with34

assistance from the state agencies on the work group.35

(2) The feasibility study and recommendations shall be provided to36

the education and fiscal committees of the legislature by December 15,37

2001.38

appropriation shall be used for the operations and maintenance of33

technology systems that improve services provided by the supreme court,34
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the court of appeals, the office of public defense, and the1

administrator for the courts.2

(2) No moneys appropriated in this section may be expended by the3

administrator for the courts for payments in excess of fifty percent of4

the employer contribution on behalf of superior court judges for5

insurance and health care plans and federal social security and6

medicare and medical aid benefits. As required by Article IV, section7

13 of the state Constitution and 1996 Attorney General’s Opinion No. 2,8

it is the intent of the legislature that the costs of these employer9

contributions shall be shared equally between the state and county or10

counties in which the judges serve. The administrator for the courts11

shall continue to implement procedures for the collection and12

disbursement of these employer contributions. During each fiscal year13

in the 2001-03 biennium, the office of the administrator for the courts14

shall send written notice to the office of community development in the15

department of community, trade, and economic development when each16

county pays its fifty percent share for the year.17

(3) $223,000 of the public safety and education account18

appropriation is provided solely for the gender and justice commission.19

(4) $308,000 of the public safety and education account20

appropriation is provided solely for the minority and justice21

commission.22

(5) $278,000 of the general fund--state appropriation for fiscal23

(8) $1,200,000 of the public safety and education account--state10

appropriation is provided solely for increases for juror pay. The11

office of the administrator for the courts may contract with local12

governments to provide additional juror pay. The contract shall13

provide that the local government is responsible for the first ten14

dollars of juror compensation for each day or partial day of jury15

service, and the state shall reimburse the local government for any16

additional compensation, excluding the first day, up to a maximum of17

five dollars per day.18

(9) $400,000 of the public safety and education account--state19

appropriation is provided solely for juror parking assistance in20

counties where jurors pay more than ten dollars per day for parking.21

The office of the administrator for the courts shall identify counties22

where jurors pay more than ten dollars per day for parking and may23

contract with the identified counties to provide juror parking24

assistance.25

(iii) Use of investigative and expert services in appropriate20

cases; and21

(iv) Effective implementation of indigency screening of all22

dependency and termination parents, guardians, and legal custodians23

represented by appointed counsel.24

(b) The pilot program shall be established in one eastern and one25

western Washington juvenile court.26

(c) The director shall contract for an independent evaluation of27

the pilot program benefits and costs. A final evaluation shall be28

submitted to the governor and the fiscal committees of the legislature29

no later than October 1, 2002.30

(d) The chair of the office of public defense advisory committee31

shall appoint an implementation committee to:32

(i) Develop criteria for a statewide program to improve dependency33

and termination defense;34

(ii) Examine caseload impacts to the courts resulting from improved35

defense practices; and36

(iii) Identify methods for the efficient use of expert services and37

means by which parents may effectively access services.38
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If sufficient funds are available, the office of public defense1

shall contract with the Washington state institute for public policy to2

research how reducing dependent and termination case delays affects3

foster care and to identify factors that are reducing the number of4

family reunifications that occur in dependency and termination cases.5

with a nonprofit organization to produce gavel-to-gavel television32

coverage of state government deliberations and other events of33

statewide significance during the 2001-2003 biennium. An eligible34

nonprofit organization must be formed solely for the purpose of, and be35

experienced in, providing gavel-to-gavel television coverage of state36

government deliberations and other events of statewide significance and37

must have received a determination of tax-exempt status under section38

501(c)(3) of the federal internal revenue code. The funding level for39
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each year of the contract shall be based on the amount provided in this1

subsection and adjusted to reflect the implicit price deflator for the2

previous year. The nonprofit organization shall be required to raise3

contributions or commitments to make contributions, in cash or in kind,4

in an amount equal to forty percent of the state contribution. The5

office of the secretary of state may make full or partial payment once6

all criteria in (a) and (b) of this subsection have been satisfactorily7

documented.8

(b) The legislature finds that the commitment of on-going funding9

is necessary to ensure continuous, autonomous, and independent coverage10

of public affairs. For that purpose, the secretary of state shall11

enter into a four-year contract with the nonprofit organization to12

provide public affairs coverage through June 30, 2006.13

(c) The nonprofit organization shall prepare an annual independent14

audit, an annual financial statement, and an annual report, including15

benchmarks that measure the success of the nonprofit organization in16

meeting the intent of the program.17

(d) No portion of any amounts disbursed pursuant to this subsection18

may be used, directly or indirectly, for any of the following purposes:19

(i) Attempting to influence the passage or defeat of any20

legislation by the legislature of the state of Washington, by any21

county, city, town, or other political subdivision of the state of22

Washington, or by the congress, or the adoption or rejection of any23

rule, standard, rate, or other legislative enactment of any state24

agency;25

(ii) Making contributions reportable under chapter 42.17 RCW; or26

(iii) Providing any: (A) Gift; (B) honoraria; or (C) travel,27

lodging, meals, or entertainment to a public officer or employee.28

(6)(a) $149,316 of the archives and records management--state29

appropriation and $597,266 of the archives and records management--30

private/local appropriation are provided solely for the construction of31

an eastern regional archives. The amounts provided in this subsection32

shall lapse if:33

(i) The financing contract for the construction of an eastern34

regional archives building is not authorized in the capital budget for35

the 2001-03 fiscal biennium; or36

(ii) Substitute House Bill No. 1926 (increasing the surcharge on37

county auditor recording fees) is not enacted by June 30, 2001.38
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(b) $613,879 of the archives and records management--state1

appropriation and $463,102 of the archives and records management--2

private/local appropriation are provided solely for the design and3

establishment of an electronic data archive, including the acquisition4

of hardware and software. The amounts provided in this subsection5

shall lapse if:6

(i) The financing contract for acquisition of technology hardware7

and software for the electronic data archive is not authorized in the8

School districts shall30

ensure, to the greatest extent possible, that special education31

students receive their appropriate share of the general apportionment32

allocation accruing through sections 502 and 504 of this act. To the33

extent a school district cannot provide an appropriate education for34

special education students under chapter 28A.155 RCW through the35

NEW SECTION. Sec. 901. EXPENDITURE AUTHORIZATIONS. The3

appropriations contained in this act are maximum expenditure4

authorizations. Pursuant to RCW 43.88.037, moneys disbursed from the5

treasury on the basis of a formal loan agreement shall be recorded as6

loans receivable and not as expenditures for accounting purposes. To7

the extent that moneys are disbursed on a loan basis, the corresponding8

appropriation shall be reduced by the amount of loan moneys disbursed9

from the treasury during the 1999-01 biennium.10

NEW SECTION. Sec. 902. INFORMATION SYSTEMS PROJECTS. Agencies11

shall comply with the following requirements regarding information12

systems projects when specifically directed to do so by this act.13

(1) Agency planning and decisions concerning information technology14

shall be made in the context of its information technology portfolio.15

"Information technology portfolio" means a strategic management16

approach in which the relationships between agency missions and17

information technology investments can be seen and understood, such18

that: Technology efforts are linked to agency objectives and business19

plans; the impact of new investments on existing infrastructure and20

business functions are assessed and understood before implementation;21

and agency activities are consistent with the development of an22

integrated, nonduplicative statewide infrastructure.23

(2) Agencies shall use their information technology portfolios in24

making decisions on matters related to the following:25

(a) System refurbishment, acquisitions, and development efforts;26

(b) Setting goals and objectives for using information technology27

in meeting legislatively-mandated missions and business needs;28

(c) Assessment of overall information processing performance,29

resources, and capabilities;30

(d) Ensuring appropriate transfer of technological expertise for31

the operation of any new systems developed using external resources;32

and33

(e) Progress toward enabling electronic access to public34

information.35
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(3) Each project will be planned and designed to take optimal1

advantage of Internet technologies and protocols. Agencies shall2

ensure that the project is in compliance with the architecture,3

infrastructure, principles, policies, and standards of digital4

government as maintained by the information services board.5

(4) The agency shall produce a feasibility study for information6

technology projects at the direction of the information services board7

and in accordance with published department of information services8

policies and guidelines. At a minimum, such studies shall include a9

statement of: (a) The purpose or impetus for change; (b) the business10

value to the agency, including an examination and evaluation of11

benefits, advantages, and cost; (c) a comprehensive risk assessment12

based on the proposed project’s impact on both citizens and state13

operations, its visibility, and the consequences of doing nothing; (d)14

the impact on agency and statewide information infrastructure; and (e)15

the impact of the proposed enhancements to an agency’s information16

technology capabilities on meeting service delivery demands.17

(5) The agency shall produce a comprehensive management plan for18

each project. The plan or plans shall address all factors critical to19

successful completion of each project. The plan(s) shall include, but20

is not limited to, the following elements: A description of the21

problem or opportunity that the information technology project is22

intended to address; a statement of project objectives and assumptions;23

a definition and schedule of phases, tasks, and activities to be24

accomplished; and the estimated cost of each phase. The planning for25

the phased approach shall be such that the business case justification26

for a project needs to demonstrate how the project recovers cost or27

adds measurable value or positive cost benefit to the agency’s business28

functions within each development cycle.29

(6) The agency shall produce quality assurance plans for30

information technology projects. Consistent with the direction of the31

information services board and the published policies and guidelines of32

the department of information services, the quality assurance plan33

shall address all factors critical to successful completion of the34

project and successful integration with the agency and state35

information technology infrastructure. At a minimum, quality assurance36

plans shall provide time and budget benchmarks against which project37

progress can be measured, a specification of quality assurance38

responsibilities, and a statement of reporting requirements. The39
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quality assurance plans shall set out the functionality requirements1

for each phase of a project.2

(7) A copy of each feasibility study, project management plan, and3

quality assurance plan shall be provided to the department of4

information services, the office of financial management, and5

legislative fiscal committees. The plans and studies shall demonstrate6

a sound business case that justifies the investment of taxpayer funds7

on any new project, an assessment of the impact of the proposed system8

on the existing information technology infrastructure, the disciplined9

use of preventative measures to mitigate risk, and the leveraging of10

private-sector expertise as needed.

(1) The county criminal justice assistance account is created in3

the state treasury. Beginning in fiscal year 2000, the state treasurer4

shall transfer into the county criminal justice assistance account from5

the general fund the sum of twenty-three million two hundred thousand6

dollars divided into four equal deposits occurring on July 1, October7

1, January 1, and April 1. For each fiscal year thereafter, the state8

treasurer shall increase the total transfer by the fiscal growth9

factor, as defined in RCW 43.135.025, forecast for that fiscal year by10

the office of financial management in November of the preceding year.11

(2) The moneys deposited in the county criminal justice assistance12

account for distribution under this section, less any moneys13

appropriated for purposes under subsection (4) of this section, shall14

be distributed at such times as distributions are made under RCW15

82.44.150 and on the relative basis of each county’s funding factor as16

determined under this subsection.17

(a) A county’s funding factor is the sum of:18

(i) The population of the county, divided by one thousand, and19

multiplied by two-tenths;20

(ii) The crime rate of the county, multiplied by three-tenths; and21

(iii) The annual number of criminal cases filed in the county22

superior court, for each one thousand in population, multiplied by23

five-tenths.24

(b) Under this section and RCW 82.14.320 and 82.14.330:25

(i) The population of the county or city shall be as last26

determined by the office of financial management;27

(ii) The crime rate of the county or city is the annual occurrence28

of specified criminal offenses, as calculated in the most recent annual29

report on crime in Washington state as published by the Washington30

association of sheriffs and police chiefs, for each one thousand in31

population;32

(iii) The annual number of criminal cases filed in the county33

superior court shall be determined by the most recent annual report of34

the courts of Washington, as published by the office of the35

administrator for the courts;36

(iv) Distributions and eligibility for distributions in the 1989-9137

biennium shall be based on 1988 figures for both the crime rate as38

described under (ii) of this subsection and the annual number of39
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criminal cases that are filed as described under (iii) of this1

subsection. Future distributions shall be based on the most recent2

figures for both the crime rate as described under (ii) of this3

subsection and the annual number of criminal cases that are filed as4

described under (iii) of this subsection.5

(3) Moneys distributed under this section shall be expended6

exclusively for criminal justice purposes and shall not be used to7

replace or supplant existing funding. Criminal justice purposes are8

defined as activities that substantially assist the criminal justice9

system, which may include circumstances where ancillary benefit to the10

civil or juvenile justice system occurs, and which includes (a)11

domestic violence services such as those provided by domestic violence12

programs, community advocates, and legal advocates, as defined in RCW13

70.123.020, and (b) during the ((1999-2001)) 2001-2003 fiscal biennium,14

juvenile dispositional hearings relating to petitions for at-risk15

youth, truancy, and children in need of services. Existing funding for16

purposes of this subsection is defined as calendar year 1989 actual17

operating expenditures for criminal justice purposes. Calendar year18

1989 actual operating expenditures for criminal justice purposes19

exclude the following: Expenditures for extraordinary events not20

likely to reoccur, changes in contract provisions for criminal justice21

services, beyond the control of the local jurisdiction receiving the22

services, and major nonrecurring capital expenditures.23

(4) Not more than five percent of the funds deposited to the county24

criminal justice assistance account shall be available for25

appropriations for enhancements to the state patrol crime laboratory26

system and the continuing costs related to these enhancements. Funds27

appropriated from this account for such enhancements shall not supplant28

existing funds from the state general fund.29

NEW SECTION. Sec. 921. If any provision of this act or its30

application to any person or circumstance is held invalid, the31

remainder of the act or the application of the provision to other32

persons or circumstances is not affected.33

NEW SECTION. Sec. 922. This act is necessary for the immediate34

preservation of the public peace, health, or safety, or support of the35

state government and its existing public institutions, and takes effect36
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immediately, except for section 913 of this act, which takes effect1
